Lonvon, Feb, 4.—Mr. Gladstone will to-mor- 
row issue his election address to the elelectors of 
Midlothian, giving thd élewnents of the policy 
upon which he asks. that constituency to return 
him to the House of Commons, ‘The Prime 
Minister will state that the Government will 
institute an enquiry into the entire land 
question in Ireland and into the question whe- 
ther there exists any necessity for the intro- 
daction of any specially coercive measures 
in legislation for the Irish people. But the main 
policy of the Government will be to endeavor to 
reach the cource and seat of the michief gener- 
ally admittéd to exist in that country, Although 
the difficulties of the task, says Mr. Gladstone, 
make it impossible to anticipate success with 
confidence, we shall draw comfort from the 
knowledge that we are engaged in a great work 
of peace, 

Mr, Gladstone says that there are three 
questions concerning Ireland which demand the 
attention of Parliament—the question of social 
order, the question of land retorm, and the 
question tof self-government. The desire of 
self-government, he says, must necessarily be 
subject to the law of imperial unity. The Gov- 
ernment hopes to find a safer and more effectual 
method than coercion to remedy the social 
troubles.

No, Amor, they cannot! They will either be 
tripplog each other up or pushing each other 
down. Under such circumstances the marriage 
relation Will be the sounding of an everlastin 
war-whoop. In this course of sermoos which { 
am preaching on The Marrioge Ring,I want this 
morning to divcués the’ mutual dnties of hus- 
bands gnd wives, leaving to other sermons the 
discussion of their individual duties. A church 
within a church, a republic within a republic, a 
world within a world, 1s a word tpelled by four 
letters; **H-o-m-e!” If things go right there, 
they go right everywhere. Tle doorsill is the 
foundation of Church and State, A man never

this nation in regard to the subject of holy mar- 
rioge, which makes or broaks for eternity. Ah, 
it is not a mere Question of wardrobe or of reni- 
dence; it is a qaestion of g gantic joy or gigantic 
sorrow. Alaw! far this uew dispsnsaow of 
George Sand. Alas! for this mingling of the 
nightshade of the marrige gorlands. Alas! for 
the venom cf adders spit in the tankards. Alas! 
for the white frosta a etornal death that kill 
the orange blossoms, Ihe whole attemptis to 
change marriage into commercial enterprine, an 
exchange of house and land and equipage, a 
partnership of two etuffed with stories of ro- 
wance and knight errantry and unfaithfulness 
and ferm:nine angelhood, After a while the twain 
wake up to find that instead of being a paradise 
itis» Ven Amburgh’s ménagerie, filled with 
tigors and wild cits, The who'e inflasnce »broad 
to-day is to destroy or belittle _the marriage in- 
stitution. HMighty thousand divorces in Paris in 
one year;preceded the wort revolutcon that 
France ever saw, and there is not an antelligent 
man or Wowan in this hovse to-day but knows 
right well that Wrong notions about the warriage 
relations are the foundations of the worst cut 
rages of our time, There a-e bere many who 
have long been in the conjugal relation. There 
are others here who have recently set up their 
homes and only for a few months ora few years 
have lived together, There are others in this 
house who will after a while es‘ablish their own 
dwellings, and I contront them in the name of 

God, asking the divine help, while as ycur 

religious teacher I say some very important 

things. 

In the first place, I charge you, in your new 
home have the Lord Jesus Christ. The guest 
of the Bethany sisters—let him be your guest, 
Take Him into all your plans, hopes, ambitious 
and speculations. Have on yeur hand the tar- 
riage ring of the divine alfecuon. If one of you 
be a Christian, let thatone take the Bible at 
the eventide and read a few passages, und then 
kneel dowo and commend yourselves to Him 
who setteth the solitary in families, Ifthe hus 
band will not pray, the wife must pray, I tell 
you that the destroying angel goes past and 
does not enter the home, the doorateps of which 
are sprinkled with the blood of the everlasting 
covenant, Ihave noticed that young people 
who start with God end with Heaven. Why is 
itthatin soms families there are perturbation 
and annoyances and controversy perpetual’ 
You have seen it. Ihave noticedit. I have 
come to this conclusion in regard to all such 
people, They did not start right. Then, in 
other homes, though there may be many trials 
and many privations and many hardships, aud 
some things that need explanation, yet they get 
along smoothly and well, Why?! They started 
right. Itell you that whatyou wantin your 
home more than anyth'ng else, what I want in 
my home more than mga else,fis more of the 
presence of a gracious God. 

I charge you also, that in your new home as 
far as possible, and tothe utmost extent, you 
exercise the grace of forbearance. Prayer can 
not do everything. Some of the best people are 
very hard to get along with. There are men 
whoin EN eee pray like aogels, and at 
home they are uncompromising and cranky, 
Youcannot have jt all your own way. Some- 
times it will be the duty of the husband toyield, 
But you stand puoctilious on your rights and I 
promise you a Waterloo, with no Blucher com- 
Ing up at nightfall to decide the destiny, Ido 
not like people who are always standing on their 
rig! ti. [hese are partnerships which imply sur- 
render and cow promise. Neither shoulda beashain- 
el to ap) g ze for any domrsto inaccuracy, A 
nian that does not know how to apologize is pot 
amano, Awoman whe dors not know how to 
apologize is not a women, I made up my mind 
that inthe home circle and in the church and 
in the State, whatis very much wanted isa 
spirit of apology. The best thing I ever heard 
akodt my grandfather, whom I never saw, was 
that he once bad unrighteously rebuked one of 
his children, bad himself lost his patience per- 
haps having been misinformed in regard to the 
cluld’s conduct, and he found out his mistake, 
and on the evening of the same day he gathered 
his family together and said; ** Now [have call 
ed y. u together to make an exp] nation, I wish 
t»say one thing, Thomas I unrighteously re- 
buked you this morning. Iam vety rorry for 
it, and as I rebuked you jn the presence of the 
whole family circle, I now. ark yuur forgivecess 
in the preeence of all of them” C ad yan du 
that? Not many of you. There are required 
force and courage cf a very large kind, ond of 
the very be:tkiud. Yet it wasiight. Wo all 
see it was right. Find out what are the paints, 
and, if T nay say, the weak poiuta cf your com- 
paniop, aia ies do not carry the fire of your 
temper too near the gonpewder. If the wife be 
easily fretted by disorder ia the household, let 
tho husband be careful where |e throws bis »l-p- 
pera, Ifthe husband comes from basinesa or 
from work, all worn out, body, mind and soul, 
do not let the wife cross his temper, William 
Cowper put it very pleasantly and very beauti- 
fully, when he said; 


The kindest and the happiest pair 
Will find occasion to forbear 

And something every day they live 
To pity and perhaps forgive.

This statemont of facta settles the 
question as to whether Riel led the half 
breeds against the Mounted Police an a 
protest against tho neglect of the Gov- 
ernment to consider the half-breed claims. 
It is urged, though, by the Riel press of 
Untario, that Mr. Whito's statement on 
the subject of tho appointment of tho 
commission is entirely unwarranted and 
that the commission really did not issue 
until March 30th. If this were soit would 
matorially change tho aspect of affairs, for 
it would indicate that the Government had 
failed to act until four days after blood had 
been shed. But it is not correct. The ap- 
pointment of a commission took placo at 
the time mentioned by Mr. White ; it was 
the final naming and gazetting of the coa- 
missioners that took place at a later dato. 
On the 26th March, the very day of the 
Duck Lake fight, the Premier made two 

stements to Parliament of the condition 
ofithe half-breed question. He said in his 
firat statement : 

“Finally, there was a Commission appointed 
whiobd, w6 hope, will proceed in the spring, or 4s 
soon as possible, to settle the few claims that re- 
nisin unsettled, 

“Mr Blake—When was that comm)ssion ap-

*Sir John Macdonald—The commission was 
appoiatedy some time ago, but one of the com- 
missioners was unable to go, and resigned, We 
appointed another only the other day.” 

In his second speech the Premier re- 
peated this statement and named the three 
gentlemen who had been appointed, The 
Government had therefore decided upon 
a commission weeks before the outbreak, 
and had named the commissioners, cer- 
tainly not at the same time that it had de- 


) 


cominigsioners to Parliament. But there 
is stronger evidence than this—it is half- 
breed evidence—that the intention of the 
Governient to deal with the outstanding 
claims was arrived at. by the Government 
and was kuown by Riel nearly two months 
before he ordered his followers in the name 
of the Holy Trinity to fire on the Mounted 
Police and the Prince Albert volunteers. 
This evidence is given by Charles Nolin, 
one of Riel’s‘Council, (and a cousin of the 
arch-traitor.—Ep. Inv.) afd is supported 
by the testimony of Thomas E, Jackson. 
Mr, Jackson testified at Kegina that Riel 
had fold him ** that he had applied to” the 
** Government for an indemnity—($36,000) 
**_througl’ D. H. Macdonald, and in re- 
‘‘ply the Government had made use of 
*‘ some @xpressions,”” Mr. Jackson's ex- 
amination proceeds : 

Q. Did yon know from him (Riel) anything 
as this personal motivesin taking up arms? 
A. Yes, he disclosed his personal motives to me 
on this vccasion, He became very much excited 
and angry, and attacked the English and the 
English ounstitution, and exhibited the greatest 
hatred for the Englisa, and ieshowed his motive 
was one of revenge more than anything else. 

Q. In his conversation With you Whose griev- 
anuoes were the most proniineot’ A. T think his 
own troubles were tho mostprominen®; of course 
he spoke of the half-breed tragbles 

Here we have Riel’s motives—they were 
motives of revenge for his inability to get 
the 835,000. Now comes the evidence of 
Charles Nolin. This witness says Riel told 
lim that ‘if he got the money he wanted 
from the Government he vould go wher- 
ever the Government chose to send him.” 
Riel therefore wanted to be bought off. 
On the 29th of January Riel went to Nolin 
and asked him to resign his contract to 
build a telegraph line, ** because the Goy- 
ornment had not given any answer to his 
claim for $35,000, so as to frighten the 
Governniennt.’’ Mr, Nolin declined, ‘*The 
next, day,” Mr. Nolin says, *' I received an 
answer to a telegram from Macdonald; the 
telegrain saidthat the Government was 
going to grant the rights of the half- 
breeds ; but there was nothing said about 
Riel's claim.” ;

Riel then proceeded with the rebellion. 
It is apparent from this evidence that Riel 
was fully informed, six weeks before the 
outbreak, of the fact that the complaints 
were in process of settlement. It is clear, 
also, that he called his followers to arms in 
spite of this, and tor the purpose of fright- 
ening the Government if possible into buy- 
ing him off. The statement of the Premi- 
er, and the evidence of Mr. Jackson and 
Mr. Nolin, establish further that Mr. White 
is correct when he says the commission 
was decided upon in January, and that 
the Metis were notified early in February. 
They prove also the Mail’s contention that 
the outbreak was reither caused nor justi- 
fied by the grievances. — Mail.

Death of Kev, De. McGregor

The Agent of the Presbyterian Church of 
Cavada Dies at Halifax. 


Hauirax, N. 8, February 6.—The death 
ocourred here this morning of Rev. Peter 
G. McGregor, D, D., agent sinco 1886 of 
the Presbyterian Church of Canada, which 
position moant business manager. Dr. 
McGregor was 4 natiyo of East River, 
Pictou Co., N. S., aud received his thoo- 
logical education at Halifsx, under the 
late Rey. Dr. Thomas McCulloch, He 
was for some time pastor of the Prosbyter- 
ian Church, at Guysboro, and..fora num- 
ber of years, subsequently, minister for 
the old Poplar Grove Church, Halifax. 
As moderator of thé, oldest Synod, 
it fell to him in’ 1875 to constitute 
the firat Gaperal Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada. At that time 
Dr. McGregor was the financial agent of 
the Synod of the’ Presbyterian Church of 
the Lower Provinces, and he has continued 
in his oflicial capacity up to the time of his 
decease. His death is a great loas to the 
Church, of which he was a distinguished 
representative.

Orrawa, February 14.--A most extra- 
ordinary report of death by freezing comes 
from Chapleau, a statiouw on the Canadian 
PaciticRailway, northof Lake Nipissing. A 
party on entering a deserted blacksmith’s 
shop near Ohapleau a few days ago discov- 
erded the dead body of aman standing with 
his back to the wall, his legs spread wide 
apart and eyes open, It appeured that two 
men, who had Been working together on the 
Canadian Pacitic Ruilway during the Sum- 
mer, had saved some money, and after 
hunting in the neighborhood through the 
Winter, iutended to start for British Colum- 
biain theSpring. OneSaturday,about three 
weeks ago, they started out ona hunting 
expedition, and after crossing a small lake, 
concluded to go into camp for the night. 
After building a tire and making other ne- 
cersary preparations, one of them com- 
plained of not feeling well, and said ho 
would go back to the starting place,intend- 
ing to return when he fplt better. His com- 
panion concluded to Stay and continue 
hunting. After hunting for two days, the 
latter atarted back for the settlement, and, 
upon reaching the lake, where they had 
erpesed, he was horrified at finding the bod 
of his chum lying on the snow,covergd with 
ico, with the legs wide apart and the limbs 
rigidin death. A moccasin and stocking 
were off one of the feet,and the rewains of a 
small fire were near by. While crossing the 
lake, which was slushy, he had evidently 
wet his feot, and, being chilled with the 
cold, made a fire to dry them or warm him- 
self.” In doing this, his hands and arms 
probably got numbed and poworless with 
frost, and after pulling off the moccasin 
and stocking, he was unable to put them 
on again, The intense frost. gradually 
overcame him, till it finally had him secure 
in its deadly grip, when he sank back dead, 
His surprised comrade made his way back 
and informed those at the stopping place 
of his horrible discovery. With anothor 
man ho returned and proceded to conve 
the body back to the settlement, placing it 
in the deserted blacksmith’s shop, where 
it now remains, The friends of the de- 
ceased, residing at Coteau, were notified 
of what had happened, and in reply re- 
quested that the body be coffined and sent 
home, but owing to the extended condition 
of the limbs, which rendered it diftioult to 
place the corpse ina coflia and for want of 
funds, nothing was done.”

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Cast from Pompeii 

A museum has been entcted in Powpeii, in 
which are preserved plasfer casts of some of the 
who perished in the eruption. These 
people were covered up by the fine ashes juat 
where thoy fell, aud in the positions in which 
they died. These ashes hardened, and although 
the bodies, with the exception of a few bones, 
entirely disappeared in the course of ages, the 
hollow places left in the ashes were exactly the 
shape of the forme and features of the persons 
who had been there. An ingenious Italian con 
ceived the idea of boring into these hollow molds 
and filling them up with liquid plaster of Paris. 
When this became dry aud hard, the ashes were 
removed, and there were the plaster images of 
the persons who had been overtaken and destroy 
ed before they could escape from that terrible 
storm of hot asher; which came down in quanti- 
ties sufficient to cover a whole city from sight 
In some of these figures the features are very 
distinct, and we can even distinguish the texture 
of their clothes and the rings upon their fingers, 
Thereare eight of these tures—me 1, women, 
and guile, besides thecast of a large deg fo 
stand and look upon'‘the exact representation of 
these poor creatures who perished here seems 
still more the time between thie 
present and the days when Pou peli wasa lively, 
bustling city.—Fron * Pe mducted,” by 
Frank RR.

contention, 

Stcond;: “I think theve is nothing in the As 
seegment Act which, as a matter of law, limits 
the advertising of land in default of payment of 
taxes to one Jocal paper, 

If he had contented himself saying, 
“there is nothing in the Assessment Act which 
limits the advertising of land in default of pay 
ment of taxes to one ldcal paper,” the meaning 
would have been plain, but when he throw 
the words “which, as oa matter of law," he 
knocks the bottom clean out of the tab. No

An O10 Landmark Destroyed by Fire 
Last Night.

A Brief History of the Bullding. 


Fire was discovered in the framo build- 
ing on the corner of'Pinnacle and Dundas 
streets about 1 o'clock this morning. — It 
was occupied by Wm. Emsley, who carried 
onasmall grocery business. The flames 
were extinguished but not before the place 
was completely charred and the contents 
destroyed. Being dry wood it 
burned rapidly. Forthe past few days 
the building had been unoccupied. Mr, 
Emsley is afflicted with inflammatory rheu- 
miatism, and as the place was damp, from 
the effects of the flooding received on Sat- 
urday, wa3 stopping with his father, whilst 
Mrs. Emsley was passing afew days with 
frieuds Canifton. On 
morning the place was opened and fires 
started to dry the house, but no one was 
in the building at the time of tho tire. How 
it started is not known, 

The property belonged to the McAnnany 
estate and is dawaged beyond repair. There 
was no insurance. Tho stock and furniture, 
a total loss, were insured in the Glasgow In- 
surance Company for $6400, which will abeut 
cover the loss. The interruption to the 
business will be a serious inconvenience, as 
the profits of the grocery were Mr, Emaley's 
only means of maintenance. 

The building was one of the old land 
marks of the city, and has quite-a history 
ofits own. Jt was erected about — fifty-six 
years ago by the late Wm, H. Wallbridge 
(father of Chief Justice Wallbridge) and 
was,for some time, used by Mr, Wallbridge 
as a stable for the oxen which he used in 
his lumbering operations. Sumo years 
afterwards it was occupied asa genoral 
store—tho best in the thon village—by the 
late Francis McAnnany and the late Capt. 
Henry Baldwin, who composed the firm of 
Baldwin & McAnnany. Later, it became 
the ** Belfast Inn,” under the proprietor- 
ship of John Nichol..

On Sunday morn- 
ing the pain became almost unbearable, 
blood poisoning having set in, and after 


suffering until Tuesday morning, she died. 


The case is almost without a parallel. A 
pin point, it has often been said, may cause 
death, and this circumstance would seem 
to substantiate the assertion.

In tho history of journalism in this 
country the course or rather courses, taken 
by the Globeand the Grit organs on the 
Riel question is without a parallel as re- 
gards contradictory varieties. (1) Before 
Riel was tried it was declared by the Globe 
and the organs that he would not be found 
guilty, as the Government would find some 
way of getting him off. (2) Before Riel’s 
conviction the Globe and the organs de- 
manded his punishment. (3) After Riel’s 
conviction the Globe and the organs 
predicted “that the sentence of the 
court would pot be carried out, 
the Government, being under French 
domination, would recommend the 
exercise of Executive clemency. (4) After 
Riel’s conviction the Globe and the organs 
declared that his escape from the punish- 
ment awarded, would be an outrage which 
the -country would resent. (5) After 
Riel’s execution the Globe and the organs 
backed up the Quebec agitation, and 
encouraged the ravings of the men who 
denounced the members of the Govern- 
ment as murderers and hangmen be- 
cause they did not interfere to prevent 
the carrying out of the sentence of the Re. 
gina Court, whose constitutionality was up- 
held by the highest court in. the Empire. 
To-day the audacious and unblushing To- 
ronto sheet which a few months ago threat- 
ened the Government if Riel were not ex- 
ecuted, now attacks the independent news- 
papers of the country as ‘‘sneaking Tory 
journals,” who have daily ‘served up cuts 
and steaks and joints of Riel,” while Oon- 
servative . journals which have taken 
a consistent course throughout are subject- 
ed to the time-serving and moendacious or- 
gan’s choicest Billingsgate. Never was 
journalism so disgracefully prostituted as it 
has been in the case of Mr, Blake's organs’ 
treatment of the Riel question. Their ac- 
tion affords further evidence of the depths 
of degradation to which they aro prepared 
to go in their efforts to make capital for 
their unpopular and unfortunate party.—

ANOTHER SLANDER. 

One of the latest slanders invented by 
the Rielites is contained in a letter written 
to LiEtendlard of Montreal, a Rielite jour- 
nal edited by Senator Trudel, by 4 person 
whose name is not given, but of whom it 
is said by L’Etendard that ‘‘ he was one of 
the most intimate and faithful friends of 
the late Sir G. E..Cartier,” that ** for more 
than thirty years he has ocoupied and

deen always one of the most important and 
devoted friends of tho late Sir George E 
Cartier.” 

The epistle in question is very longthy, 
but, in fairness to all concerned, we here- 
with reproduce it as it appeared in the To- 
ronto Globe : 

**29th Jan. 1886. 
“The Hon. F. X. A. Trudel, Senator, 

‘+My Dear Six,—You ask me if I re- 
member having, a long time ago, contided 
to youn matter to which current events 
give great importance, If Lremember,you 
ask that which Sir George Cartier said to 
me in 1872 about Sir John Macdonald when 
complaining of that gentleman's conduct. 

**In reply, I must say that I remember 
perfectly well what Sir George Cartier then 
said to me about Sir John Macdonald. I 
must also add that what Sir George said 
was not made to me confidentially, but 
merely in the freedom of intimate friend- 
ship, and that, besides, it was made to 
others as well. 

I declare, then, that during the session 
held at Ottawa in 1872,Sir George Cartier, 
having asked ine to sit beside him in his 
pes in the Chambor,told me,aud repeated 

t several times during the same seasion, 
that he had had 4 GREAT DEAL TO COMPLAIN 
OF in reference to the conduct of Sir John 
Macdonald, both with respect to himself 
and to Lower Cacada, when the business in 
hand was to procure an Imperial Act for 
the establishment of the Confederation of 
Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia. He asked me if I romember- 
ed the causes and motives which had Jed 
tothe demand for Confederation. You 
know, he said to mo,that the political chiefs 
of each of these provinces met at Quebec 
in 1865, and having come to an agreement, 
drow up certain resolutions which were to 
serve as the ground work of an Imperial 
Act which was to be asked for and passed 
for this purpose. 

‘These resolutions wore submitted to 
each of the Provincia! Legislatures in order 
that they inight be adopted in toto without 
any amendment, because they were intend- 
ed to serve asthe basis for the Imperial 
Act. THIS WAS SAID AGAIN AND AGAIN by 
Sir John Macdonald and his colleagues in 
the Chamber when these resolutions were 
being discussed and adopted.

HVITURLAL BREVITIES, 


The Mail—in an articla which we re- 
produce in another column—deals most 
effectually with the bogus telegram which 
the London Advertiser states was one of

The Ranks Gradually Thinuing—Mr, Van- 
arse Expelled from the New Party.—Wait-

Says the Montreal Stur: The little dif- 
ficulty which has so long been on the tapis 
between the editor-in-chief of Le Monde, 
Mr. Vanasse, M. P., and the great *‘ Na- 
tional” party has at last come toa crisis,and 
at a meeting of the Executive on Wednes- 
day eveuing he was by resolution expelled 
from.its membership. The resolution in 
question has uot yet been transmitted to 
Mr, Vanasse, but is in tho poscession of 
the Secretary, Mr. Geo. Duhamel, and a 
copy will be forwarded today. The next 
move of the club will be to organize a series 
of meetings in Yamaska, tho county repre- 
sented by Mr. Vanasso. These meetings 
will of course be held under tho auspices 
of the Rielites. 

A politican who returned from ,Ottawa 
to-day says he has it on the authority of 
one of the bolters themselyes that their 
forces haye been reduced to seven.

hon. gontloman declared that on April 8, 
1880, Mr, Ordo, of the North-West In- 
dian superintendency, wrote to tho Indian 
Department that Leuis Riel had been en- 
deavoring to cause the Indians and half- 
breeds to rise, with a view to making an 
assault .‘* ostensibly to recover ponies ;" 
but ‘tho may“have some other eval designs, 
and [ think it well to let you know.” 

Riel was therefore promoting difliculties 
alrout the time montionedg by. Crowfoo!. 
Chis, it willbe observed, was just after 
tho reform Government had left office, Lt 
will not be said that Riel, though doing 
precisely what ho subsequently did in 1886, 
was inoved by any alleged neglect of the 
presont Government to deal with tlio half- 
breeds, for that Government, having just 
assumed office, had not had the opportunity 
to settle the question. Nor would it be fair 
to charge without sufficient evidence that 
the attempt to arouse the Indians ** osten- 
sibly” for the purpose of reclaiming somo 
Indian ponics, but with some other evil 
design, is wttributable to any action of the 
previous Government, although itisa matter 
of history that the petitions of thehalf-breeds 
were systematically disregarded by the Min- 
istor of the Interior in that Administration, 
The facts seems to be that Riel was from 
the-first bent upon creating trouble, his.no- 
tion beivg, as he put itin his paper,that the 
whites had no right in, or to, the territory, 
[here can be no doubt that the influences 
which’ moved him in 1879 were those which 
led him to inaugurate a war in 1885. But it 
is well to call to. mind, what many people 
do not know, that the attempt to cause tho 
Indians to rise in 1879 and the rebellion of 
1886 were not the only outbreaks projected 
by Riel or his agents in the North-West, 
since tho Manitoba affair. In 1875 Riol 
wag out ofthe country, but his influence 
was great with the men whom ten years 
later heled into trouble, At the earlier 
date, 1875, the North-West then being un- 
der the beneticient sway of Reform states- 
men, an ouvbreak occurred at St, Laurent, 
the very place at which the robellion of. 
1885 broke out. Major-Gen. Selby Smyth, 
who was at Winnipeg at tho time, was hur- 
riedly sont with Lieut.-Col. French and a 
smali force of Mounted Polise to Fort 
Carlton. Arrived there it was loarned 
that Gabriel Dumount had established ao 
provisional Government, of which he had 
assumed the Presidency. His purpose 
wax declared to be the preservation of the 
North-West for hunting purposes. Find 
ing thata force was in the territory, and 
that there was nothing fonit but to fight or 
submit, Dumont sent emissaries to the 
Major-General, and offered to abdicate his 
presidential functions and to disband his 
government, provided he and his compan 
lons were pardoned. The matter was 
overlouked at once, and the status quo ante, 
as they say regarding European troubles, 
was restored. 

There haye thus been threo attempts, 
one in 1876, one in 1879 and one in 1885, 
upon the peace of the North-West and up- 
on Canada’s rights in the territory within 
ten years. Had the first and second not oc- 
curred, and hadthe Government not in- 
formed the half-breed leaders in January, 
1885, that their demands for sorip had been 
favorably considered, there might be asus, 
picion that neglect by the Government had 
caused and justified the last. But it isap- 
parent that the motive of 1875 was the mo- 
tive of 1879, and that the motive of 1879 
was the motive. of 1885. It will not do, 
therefore.to say that oppression and neglect 
commencing the very moment Mr. Macken- 
zie left office and continuing until the first 
gun was fired, were the causes of the third 
and latest trouble. “That the half-breeds 
did make demands which were not at once 
conceded there can be no doubt ; that they 
folt aggrieved is also apparent. But that 
those specific demands, all of which were 
attended to a couple of months before Riel 
marched on the police at Duck Luke, caus 
ed or justified the rebellion and its accom: 
panying bloodshed, the former attempts 
which were made, one before the present 
Government accepted office - and the other 
justas it took power, and at tho ‘time 
when, as Mr, Blake in hisown defence will 
say, no oppression was experienced, abund- 
autly prove.—-Mauw.

The Toronto World has a good word to 

say for the Tront Valley Navigation scheme, 
which js possessed of considerable impor- 
tance to the western part of this county. 
After referring to the meeting recently 
held at Peterborough in connection with 
the subject, the World goos on to say that 
the scheme, as stated by tho various speak- 
ers, is'to provide a avaterway for the pro 
ducts of the wost and the northwest from 
the Georgian Bay castward to the ‘St 
Lawrence, thereby avoiding the tedium 
and danger involved in the route via the 
St. Olair waters and Lake Erie, The dis- 
tance from the Sault Stc. Maiie on the 
Straits of Mackinaw to tho southoast corner 
of Georgian Bay is 500 miles less than the 
distance from those points to Buffalo, and 
the route is incomparably better and safer. 
The distance from tho southeast corner of 
Georgian Bay to Montreal by the Trent 
Valley route would be 75 miles less than 
the distance from Buffalo to New York. 
The Trent Valley route is dotted with lakes 
and traversed by rivers which are in 
their natural state navigable for barges of 
larger capacity than those used on the 
Erie canal. Many of these bodies of water 
will permit of the towage by steam of 
flotillas of Jarge barges at a speed impos: 
sible to the Erie canal boats, which have 
to be cowed singly by horses, becauso the 
banks of that artificial ditch cannot stand 
the displacement of water caused by steam 
tugs. The completion of the links neces- 
sary to the availability of the natural 
waters of the Trent Valley route would 
creato or brivg into use an enormous wealth 
of water power. This we regard as ono of 
tho most important points made by the ad- 
vocates of the proposed route. Ouatario is 
becoming year by year more and more of a 
manufacturing province. As the great 
North-West fills up with a grain-growing 
and meat-producing population; and as our 
own population becomes denser, we must 
continue to strive fora greater variety of 
industry. It is well known that the water 
power of many districts of Ontario has been 
seriously impaired by the cleariug up of the 
forest reservoirs of our rivers and stroams. 
Should tho Trent Valley navigation scheme 
be carried out, it may lead to the creation 
of a number of manufacturing towns and 
villages along the proposed route. The 
Federal Government havealready committ- 
ed themselves to the project,and an influen- 
tial deputation will shortly wait upon them 
to urge renewed liberality in that behalf. 
Its promoters are satisfied that they can 
@asily justify the undertaking as one cf 
national importance.

It 1s wearisome to hear some of Mr, Mow- 
at’s journalistic friends tell us about that 
honorable gentleman's prestige as a conali- 
tutional lawyer. They, to all appearances, 
go into evstacies over some alleged victories 
of the little Premier over Sir John. Time 
and again have their contentions been re- 
futed ; time and again has the true situation 
on the different questions submitted to the 
Privy Council heen shown, but still the or- 
gans keep carping away about Mr. Mowat’s 
ability and Sir John’s lack of the same, in 
interpreting tho British North America Act. 
We have frequently gone over this subject, 
but the unjust and untruthful allegations 
of the Grit press are a suflicient apolegy, we 
hope, for a return to the question. We will 
deal briefly with the five celebrated cases ; 

The insurance case was purely a private 
suit. Sir John had nothing whatever to 
do with it, andinit Mr. Mowat has as 
much right to claima victory over Glad- 
stone as over the Canadian Premier. 

The escheat case was algo a piece of pri- 
vate legislation, But it occurred in this 
way: The Provincial Legislature passed 
an act claiming the power to escheat—the 
Mercer estate being the cause of this legis- 
lation, Mr, Mackenzie's Government, on 
the advice of the then Minister of Justice, 
Mr. Fournier, disallowed the bill, and 
hence the subsequent appeals. How- in 
mercy’s name then was the final decision in 
favor-of the Local Houso a defeat for Sir 
John? 

In the Rivers and Streams Bill case the 
true issue between the Province and the 
Dominion was not before the Privy Coun- 
cil at all, simply because it did not admit 
of dispute. Sir John disallowed the Act 
on the ground that Mr. Mowat should not 
assume judicial functions and pasa Acts of 
Parliament bearing specially on cases then 
before the courts!» With the private issue 
between Mr, McLaren and Mr. Caldwell 
the Dominion Government had. nothing 
whatever to do, and, as we said before, it 
was only on the merits of that private issue 
that the Privy Council decided. 

The Boundary Award case was a clear 
victory for Sir John Macdonald. He claim- 
ed the award of the arbitrators was not 
legal and bindivg, and the Privy Council 
upheld him, That was the only constitu- 
tional point in the case. 

The license question was a much vexed 
issue, Such eminent legal authorities as 
Mr, John Hillyard Cameron, Mr. Bethuno 
and Mr, Lash, declared that the power to 
license lay with the Dominion, It wag 
obviously Sir John’s duty to have the mat- 
ter finally settled, and he did so. In this 
case, and in this only, is there a shadow of 
defeat for the Dominion Premier.—Gielph 
Herald, E

General Hancook’s Funeral, 


Impressive Coremonies—The Widow Takes 
Mer Final Look of Her Dead Husband, 


Noxnistown, Penn., Feb. 13.—General 
Hancock's funeral in this city will be of the 
most informal character, but it is safe to 
say scarcely a public organization in the 
city but will be represented in the proces- 
sion which will attend the body to the ceme. 
tery. Mrs. Hancock paased a reatless night, 
but seomed better at daybreak. She, ac- 
companied’ by Mrs. Griffin and Mrs. Bou- 
vier, entered the room and took a parting 
look atthe General's face.

She kissed 
her husband’s forehead, while the tears 
fell fast from her over-flowing eyes. The 
procession then moved to the steamer 
Chester A, Arthur, which was to receive the 
party. Mrs, Hancock,on the advice of her 
friends, did not leave home. The Barge 
otlice dock was reached at 9.15. Broadway, 
from Trinity Church to the Barge office, 
was guarded by 800 policemen. The ooftin 
was lifted from the trestle by cight stal- 
wart soldiers, who carried it to the 
hearse with four horses attached. Four 
companies of the Sth Artillery had 
preceded the coffin, while pall bear- 
ers stood with uncovered heads as 
the coftin passed. After flags had been 
wrapped around the coffin, trodps broke 
into columns of companies and prepared 
for the march to the church. The pall 
bearers entered carriages and followed tho 
military. After the hearse came a long 
line of carriages with the fawnily and friends 
and reprosentativesfrom the New York 
commandery ofthe military order of tho 
loyal legion and the society of the army of 
the Potomac.

TABERNACLE SERMONS, 


Discourse by Kev. T. DeWitt Talmage, 


THE INFLUENCE OF COSTUME ON 
THE MORALS. 

Brooxuiyn, N. Y., Feb. 14.—Rev. I. De Witt 
Talinage, D, D., preached to-day in the Brook- 
lyn Tabernacle, the sixth of his series of ser- 
mons on ** The marriage ring,” the subject being 
** Costume and Morals.” 

The text was from Isaiah iii, 16, 18, 23; 
** Moreover the Lord said: Because the duugh- 
ters of Zion are haughty and walk with stretch- 
ed forth necks and wantoy eyes, walking and 
mincing as they go, and makinga tinkling with 
their feet, in that day the Lord will take away 
the bravery of their tinkliog ornaments about 
their feet, and their cauls, and their round tires 
like the moon, the chains and the bracelets and 
ths mufflerr, and the bonnets, and the orna- 
ments of the legs, aud the headbands, and the 
tablets, and the earrings, the riogs, and nose- 
jewels, the changeable suits of apparel, and the 
mantles, andthe wimples, and the crispiog 
vines, the glasses, and the fine linen, and the 
100d8, and the veils.” 

This isa Lyrian fashion plate. It puts us 
2,50) years back snd sets us dowa in an ancient 
city, The provession of men and women is mov- 
ing down the gay streets. Itis the height of 
the fashionable season. The sensible n en and 
women move with fo much modesty that they 
do not attract our attention, But here come 
the haughty daughters of Jerusalem ! They Jean 
forward ; sofar forward as to be uonatural— 
teetering, wobbling, wriggling, fittling, or, as 
my text deseribes it, they’ walk with stretched 
forth necks, walking and mincing as they go.

Iho (rife with many seems to bo hove 
nearthey can come to the verge of indecency 
withuut {ling over ‘The tide of masculine 
profligicy w Il never tun back until there isa 
decidid reformation in womanly costume. I am 
full of sympathy wich the officer of the'law whe, 
atalevee in Philadelphia last winter, went up 
t) ano calléd lady and because or her sparse and 
incompetent apparel ordered her to either 
leave tho house or habilitste herself immedi- 
ately. [tis hith time that ourgdod afd sensible 
women make vehemant protest against fashion- 
able indecency and, if the woman of the house 
hold donot realize the deplorable extremes of 
much of the female costume, that husbands im 
plead their wives on this su’ ject, and that 
fathers probibjt their daughters, The eyil j« 
terrific and overshadowing, 

I suppo-e that the Ainerican stage is respon- 
sible for much of this. I do not go to thentres, 
so I must take the evidence of the actors and 
managers of theatres, such as Mr. John Gilbert, 
Mr, A. M, Palmer and Mr, Daniel E, Band- 
maun, They bave recently told us that the 
crimevof undross is blasting the theatre, which 
by many is considered a school of morals and in- 
deed superi r tothe church, and a forerunher of 
the millennium.

after and applauded on the stage of thi+ country. 
Our shop windows are full of, and the walls 
covered with show cards which shon'd he a dis- 
grace to an enlightened country and an insult to 
the eye of a cultured comunity.” Mr, G.lbort 
eays: ‘Such exhibition is a disastrous one to 
the morals of the community, Are these pro- 
rer pictures to put out for the public to look at, 
to say nothing of the ‘propriety of females ap- 
pearing in public dreesed like that $ It is shame, 


I must take the testimony of the friends of the 
theatre and the confirmation which I see on’ the 
board fences and in the show windows, contain- 
ing the pictures of the way actresses dress, I 
suppose that those representations. of play-house 
costumes are true, for if they are not true, then 
those highly moral and religious theatres are 
swindling the public by inducing the people to 
the theatre by promises of spectacular nudity 
which they do not fulfil. Now all this familiar- 
izeethe public with such improprieties of cos- 
tume and depresses the public conscience as to 
what is allowable and right, 

The, parlor and drawing room are now running 
a rage with the theatre and opera bouffe. They 
are noW nearly neck and neck in the race, the 
latter a little ahead, but the parlorand drawing- 
room are gainiog on the others and the pro- 
bability 18 they will soon be even and pass the 
stand so nearly at the same time that one half 
of Pandemonium will clap its hands bscause 
opera bouffe has beaten and the other half because 
the drawing-room has beaten. Let printing 
press and platform and pulpit burl red-hot 
anathemas at the boldness of much of womanly 
attire, 4 charge Christian women neither by 
style of dress nor adjustinent of app&rel to be- 
come administrative of evil. Show me the 
fa hion plates of any uge b tween this and .the 
time of Louis XVI, of France,and Henry VIL. 
of England, and I will tel! you the type of 
morals or immorals of that age or that year, No 
exception to it. Modest apparel means a 
righteous pecp'e. Immod st appar.] a!ways 
means a contaminated and depraved society. 

It is not only such boldness that is to bé rep 
rcheuJed, bit extravagance of costume, This 
Jatter os the cause of fraud uolimitable snd 
ghastly. Do you know that Arnold of the rev- 
olution proposed to sell his country in order to 
get money to support his home wardrobe? I de- 
clare here before God and thiy peopl» that the 
effort to keep up expensive cstablishn ents in 
this country is sending inure business men to 
temporal perditioa thau all other cauces com: 
bined, It was this thatsent prominent Tisiness 
men to-the watering of stocks, anc life insurance 
presidents to perjured statements about their 
assets and some of them in the penitentiary, and 
has completely upset our Americen finances, 
But why should 1 goto these famous defaylt- 
jngs to show what men will doin order to keep 
up great home style and ex; evsive wardrobe, 


when you and I know scores of men who are put | 


to their wits’ ond, and are lashed from January 
to December, in the attempt? Our Washington 
politicians may theorize until the expiration of 
their terms of office as to the best way of im 
oroving our monetary condition in this country. 
t will be of no use, and things will be no better 
until we learn to put on our heads and backs, 
and feet and hands, no inore than we can pay 
for, 


Lhere are clerks in stores and banks on limit- 
ed salaries, who in the vain attempt to keep the 
wardrobe of their family as showy as other tolks’ 
wordrobes, are dying of mull, and diamonds, 
and camel's hair shawls, and high hate, and they 
have nothing left oxcept what they give to cigars 
and wine suppers, and they dite before their time 
and they will expectus ministe & to preach sbout 
them as though they were the victitos of early 
piety ; and alter a bigh-class funeral with silver 
handles at the side of their collin of oxtraordin- 
ary brightuens, it will be found out that the un- 
dertaker is cheated out of his legitiniate expens- 
os! Donot send to me to preach the funeral 
sermon cf a man who dies like that, I blurt out 
the whole truth and tell that he was stranded to 
death by his wife’s ribbons! The country is 
dressed to death, You are not surprised to find 
that the putting up of one public builtliug in 
New York cost millions of dollars more than it 
ovgbt to have cost, when you find that the man 
who gave out the contracts paid more than five 
thousand d. lars forhis daughter's wedding drese. 
Casbmores of a thousand dollars each are not 
rare on Mroadway. Itia estimated that there 
ar¢é eight thousand women in these two cities 
who have expended on their personal a'ray two 
thourand dollars a year, 

What are the men to do in order to keep up 
such home wardrobes? Steal—that is the only 
respectable thing they can do! During the last 
fifteen years there have beeu innumerable fins 
business nea shipwrecked on the wardrobe. The 
temptation comes in this way: aman thinks

Jars for incente to fashion—two cents for God | 
God gives us ninety cents out of every dollar, 
The other ten cents, by command of his bible, 
belongs to him, Is not God liberal according to 
this tithing system laid down in the Old Tasta. 
ment—is not God liberal in giving us ninety 
cents cut of a dollar when he takes but ten? We 
do not like that. We want to have ninety-nine 
cents fcr ourselves and one for God, 

Now I would’a great deal rather steal ten 
ceuts from you than God. I think one reason

Extravagant co-tume belittles the intellect. 
Our minds are enlarged or they dwindle just -in 
proportion to the importance of the subj-+ct on 
which we constantly dwell. Can you imagine 
anything more dwarfing to the human intellect 
than a study of dress? I see men on the street 
who, judging from their elaboration, I thiuk 
must have taken two hours to anange their ap 
parel, After a few years of that kind of ad- 
oration, which one of McAllester's magnifying 
glasses will be powerful enongh to make the 
man’s character visible ? What will be lett ofa 
woman's intellect after giving years and years to 
the discussion of such questions? They all 
land in idiocy, I have seen men at the summer 
watering places through fa-:hion the mere wreck 
of what they once were. Sallow of cheek, Meagre 
of limb, Hollow at the chest. Showing no 
ALiwwation save in rushing across a ryom to pick 
up a lady's fan, Simpering along the corridors 
the same complaints they simpered twenty 
years ago, 

Yet, my. friends, I have given you only the 
milder phraseof this evi. It shuts a 
multitude out of heaven, The first peal of thun- 
der that shook Sinai dec'ared: ‘*Thou shalt 
have no other gods before me,” and you will 
have to chess between the coddess of fashion aud 
the Christian God.

. ELECTIVE SENATES. 


The Hon. David Mills and other admir- 
“ers of the political institutions of the Unit- 
ed States would fain have the constitution 
of the Senate changed so that, as in Yan- 
keedom, Provincial Legislatures would 
elect the members of the Upper House. 
One of the evils of this syatemis thus ex- 
emplified by a recent telegram from Wash- 
ington, whicli reads as follows : 

Mr, Dann of Arkansas presented in the 
House to-day a petition, sigued by a num- 
ber of citizens of Arkansas, asking that the 
Constitution be amended so that Unitec 
States Senators shall be elected by the di- 
rect vote of the people. Tho potition is 
accompanied by a long preamble setting 
forth that Congress had granted to railroad 
companies 139,503,026 acres of public 

glands; that the four political» parties in 
their platforms of 1884 had demanded a 
forféiture of all unearfed grants ; that_ the 
Honsé had passed bills forfeiting 73,000,- 
000 acrés, and that the Senate had not 
passed these bills. {t is also set forth that 
the Senate, through railroad influence and 
dictation, had amended the Reagan Inter- 
State Conimerce bill so as to destroy its 
¢, object and effect. The preamble also says 
that “the State of Illinois, among others, 
has spent hundreds of thousands of dollarg, 
in electing United States Senatorasyge 
any amount of corruption, by ty ad 
_ fraud, and thatin Ka mts trying to 
elect Pomeroy OgiFa States Senator, 
bribery was shgsr by State Senator York, 
which 1QJO" nim politically. It is also al- 
2% chat Windom was beaten in tho Min- 
nesota Legislature for United States Sena- 
tor by railroad influence and money. 
Another beauty of the system was shown 
by the Michigan Legislature, which a year 
or two ago spent many weeks balloting for 
Senator at an expense of probably $1,000 
per day to tho state.

delivered Dig bfual financial statement. 
Thegeral estimated receipts from all 
sources forthe year had been $2,585,148, 
while the actual expenditures were $2,697,- 
420, or $112,271 more than was expected. 
Mr. Ross announced that there would be 
a total deficit of some $401,000 for the in- 
coming year. This could not possibly bo 
avoided, as there were several new charges 
on the revenue. For new asylum accomo- 
dation, which was a strict necessity, $195, - 
000 was required ; for consolidating the 
statutes (which only occurred every ten 
years), $40,000 was needed; for expenses 
at Colonial and Indian exhibition, $14,000; 
for additional charges on theadministration 
of justice account, $40,000; for the land 
improvement fund, $93,000, and for new 
buildings at the Model Farm, say $20,000. 
The government intended to meet the -de- 
ficit by drawing directly on the surplus. 
He was happy to say that the province 
possessed a surplus of $6,766,090. 

Mr, Creighton was the next speaker. He 
was sorrowful that so much delay had been 
exhibited in obtaining a settlement between 
the Dominion, Quebec and Ontario. He 
considered that the delay was largely due 
to the inertness of the Ontario Govern- 
ment. Mr. Creighton rejoiced that the 
province was now to have an independent 
audit of its accounts, and he criticised the 
policy of the Government in disposing of 
its annuities to meet its railway require- 
ments. He agreed with the principle of the

“people from the fipancial pressure. And 
yet to-day the road is completed and no- 
body feels the poorer for it, whilst the 
country has derived so many great ad- 
vantages from the line that they do not 
regret thé expenditure made upon it, 

Mr. Mackenzie proposed, in leu of 
Pacific Railway, a sort of amphibious affair 
consisting of ao few miles of railway 
between a -number of 
water stretches,” which would 
absolutely useless a8 a commorcial highway, 
and on which mad'project half a million or 
so of dollars were wasted. His idea was 
that the country could not bear the ex- 
pense and that the traiflic would not sus- 
tain an all-rail line. How unwise was his 
timidity, born of lack of patriotism, every- 
body now knows. 

When the contract forthe construction 
of the line throughout its entire length by 
the Company who have done the work long 
in advance of the time specified was being 
discussed in Parliamerit and in the country, 
Mr. Blake and his followers proposed to 
postpone indefinitely the construction of 

e line throu intario, namely, the sec- 
the line through Onta ly; th 
tion from Callendar to Fort William 
build » [oR aad p the prairie section in 
each year, and to make equally slow pro- 
gress with the mountain section, Parlia- 
ment and the people were, happily, too 
patriotic to adopt the policy of the Grits, 
and the result is thus indicated by the Bat- 
tleford Herald in its issue of the Ist inst.: 

The value of railways as a means of open- 
ing up to settlement sections of country 
that would but for them have remained 
but sparsely peopled has so often been 
pores both in this country and across the 

undary line, that few will be found to 
dispute or under-rate it. And the events 
of last spring also showed the very great 
importance of having trunk lines connect- 
ing the seat of government and the older 
and more densely settled provinces with 
the new and straggling districts in the west. 
But for the railway, it would have taken 
weeks, or may be months, where it only 
took days, to place men in the field to op- 
pose the rebels and their savage allies, and 
it is hard to say just how far things would 
have gone, or what the fate of the settlers 
would have been, had it been found neces- 
sary to wait the tedious overland journey- 
ing of thetroops. The saving in time and 
treasure will go a long way towards défray- 
ing the bonus given by the Government.

been given immense but legitimate ad- 
vantages which, under the Grit scheme— 
the ‘tone horse” project of the men who 
professs to be the only friends of this pro- 
vince—she could not have for 
many years tocome.
